Dear  Governor  Earle; 

As  required  by  Section  501  of  the  Administrative  Code  (Act  No. 
175,  approved  April  9,  1929)  there  is  herewith  submitted  tbe  biennial 
report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Utility  Commission  for  the  period 
ending  May  31,  1938.  The  Public  Utility  Commission  was  created  by 
an  Act  of  Assembly  approved  by  Governor  Earle  on  March  31,.  1937, 
becoming  effective  on  April  1,  1937.  The  following  report  covers  the 
activities  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  from  June  1,  1936,  to 
March  31,  1937,  and  of  the  Public  Utility  Commission  from  April  1, 
1937,  to  May  31,  1938.  The  present  Public  Utility  Law  of  Pennsyl- 
vania (Act  No.  286)  was  approved  by  Governor  Earle  on  May  28, 
1937,  and  became  effective  June  1,  1937.  The  present  Commission 
functioned  under  the  old  Public  Service  Company  Law  until  the 
effective  date  of  Act  No.  286. 

Considering  the  huge  task  of  regulating  public  utilities  in  Penn- 
sylvania, the  first  year  of  the  new  Commission  under  the  Public 
Thility  Law  might  well  have  been  a year  of  transition,  study  and 
reorganization,  but  in  fact  it  was  by  far  the  busiest  year  in  the 
history  of  any  Pennsylvania  utility  regulating  body.  This  will  be 
ai^parent  from  a perusal  of  the  following  outline  of  the  Commission’s 
activities  and  an  examination  of  the  exhibits  attached  hereto. 

Millions  of  Dollars  Saved  Consumers 

Rate  reductions  for  the  biennium  resulted  in  estimated  annual 
savings  to  consumers  of  $14,473,505.38,  as  shown  on  attached  Exhibit 
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1-D.  Included  in  this  sum  are  $1,259,748.17,  representing  reductions 
made  voluntarily  by  utilities,  the  remainder,  $13,213,757.21  repre- 
senting reductions  obtained  by  Commission  action. 

The  annual  savings  to  consumers  of  electricity  through  rate  reduc- 
tions effected  during  the  two  years  amounted  to  $9,969,707.  Of  this 
total,  a saving  of  $5,170,200  was  brought  about  by  formal  orders  en- 
tered by  the  Public  Utility  Commission  in  the  year  1938.  Outstanding 
in  the  electric  rate  field  was  the  reduction  of  $4,318,599.56  in  the  rates 
of  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company,  $3,107,000  of  this  having  been 
effected  through  formal  proceedings  in  1938;  also  the  reduction  in 
rates  to  consumers  of  the  Duquesne  Light  Company,  resulting  in  sav- 
ings of  $1,256,000  annually,  prescribed  by  formal  order  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

In  other  utility  fields,  during  the  biennium  an  annual  saving  to 
telephone  users  was  effected  in  the  amount  of  $3,229,801 ; an  annual 
saving  to  gas  consumers  of  $779,822.64,  and  for  users  of  water  service, 
an  annual  saving  of  $347,101.53.  (Note  Exhibits  1-B,  1-C  and  1-D.) 


Temporary  Kate  Orders 

Nearly  all  rate  reductions  obtained  in  the  first  year  were  had  by 
informal  negotiations,  whereas  in  the  latter  half  of  the  biennium  most 
reductions  came  from  formal  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Commis- 
sion. These  figures  accurately  reflect  the  changeover  from  the  infor- 
mal method  to  the  use  of  the  new  weapon  placed  in  the  Commission’s 
hands  by  Section  310  of  the  Public  Utility  Law,  authorizing  the 
imposition  of  temporary  rates  during  litigation.  Most  of  the  reduc- 
tions secured  in  the  year  ended  May  31,  1938,  resulted  from  temporary 
rate  orders. 

In  railroad  rate  regulation,  one  of  the  outstanding  cases  was  that 
ill  which  the  Commission  prescribed  reduced  rates  on  anthracite  coal 
to  destinations  in  eastern  Pennsylvania,  providing  for  a reduction 
ranging  from  seven  cents  to  thirty-seven  cents  per  gross  ton.  The 
cement  case  involving  rates  on  cement  in  the  Pittsburgh  district,  in 
which  the  Commission’s  decision  was  upheld  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  provided  for  a reduction  of  the  minimum  rate  from 
one  dollar  and  thirty  cents  per  ton  to  sixty  cents  per  ton.  In  two 
other  proceedings  where  a general  increase  in  freight  rates  on  basic 
commodities  was  involved,  the  Commission  granted  the  right  to  put 
into  effect  general  increases  on  all  commodities,  with  the  exception  of 
those  pertaining  to  anthracite  coal. 
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Consumers’  Interests  Protected 

In  addition  to  the  great  saving  in  rates  afforded  the  consumers,  the 
Commission  further  safeguarded  consumers  by  scrutinizing  all  appli- 
cations and  refusing  those  which  were  injurious  to  their  interests. 

One  of  the  most  important  eases  of  this  kind  decided  during  the 
biennium  was  the  application  to  merge  the  Northern  Pennsylvania 
Power  Company  with  the  Metropolitan  Edison  Company.  This  appli- 
cation was  disapproved  on  the  grounds  tlrat  the  territories  of  the 
utilities  are  non-eontiguous  and  non-homogeneous ; that  the  only  bene- 
ficiary would  be  the  holding  company  controlling  both  utilities,  and 
that  the  plan  would  injure  rather  than  benefit  the  consumers  of 
service.  This  position  was  sustained  by  the  Superior  Court. 

To  further  protect  the  interests  of  the  consumers,  the  Commission 
reiterated  its  position  that  reserves  created  by  annual  charges  to  oper- 
ating expenses  should  not  be  diverted  to  other  purposes.  Also,  in  a 
case  involving  the  transfer  from  a municipality  to  a private  com- 
pany of  a water  system  built  with  WPA  money,  the  Commission 
decided  that  such  transfer  should  not  take  place  because  it  might 
result  in  private  profit  from  property  built  with  public  funds.  A street 
railway  eompnay  which  owned  the  stock  of  a bus  company  and  aban- 
doned its  streetcar  service,  sought  approval  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
bus  property.  This  application  was  withdrawn  after  the  utility  was 
informed  that  the  plan  was  against  the  public  interest  and  the  Com- 
mission’s policy,  because  it  tended  to  impose  upon  a new  means  of 
transportation  the  heavy  capital  structure  of  the  old  street  railway 
company. 

The  Commission  lost  no  time  in  administering  that  provision  of 
the  Public  Utility  Law  which  required  all  utilities  to  eliminate  the 
payment  of  rates  in  advance  or  the  making  of  minimum  payments, 
service  charges,  or  deposits  to  secure  future  payments  of  rates,  except 
as  the  Commission  may  permit  by  regulation.  Following  adoption  of 
an  enforcing  regulation,  the  utilities  returned  to  consumers  all  deposits 
held  by  them  in  contravention  of  this  provision,  and  filed  new  tariffs 
eliminating  advance  payments  and  service  charges.  It  is  impossible 
to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  of  money  so  refunded  to  consumers. 

Rate  Investigations  State  Wide 

An  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  Commission’s  work  may  be  gained 
from  the  fact  that  during  the  last  year  of  the  biennium  the  Commis- 
sion instituted,  on  its  own  motion,  169  rate  cases  involving  fixed 
capital  with  an  undepreciated  book  value  of  $1,719,519,487.  Of  these 


rate  cases,  111  were  instituted  against  natural  gas  companies  in 
Avestern  Pennsylvania.  In  addition,  inquiries  Avere  instituted  against 
the  major  AA^ater,  manufactured  gas  and  taxicab  companies  operating 
Avithin  the  CommoiiAvealth,  making  a total  of  916  eases  during  the 
biennium,  of  AA'hieh  263  Avere  rate  cases,  the  remaining  653  cases  com- 
prising prosecutions  for  failure  to  file  annual  reports  and  crossing 
protection  cases.  In  addition,  seventy-five  rules  to  shoAv  cause  and 
eighty-eight  cases  of  violation  of  motor  vehicle  regulations  Avere 
prosecuted. 

In  connection  with  all  rate  proceedings,  it  is  necessary  to  determine 
the  Amine  of  the  utility  property  used  and  useful  in  the  public 
seiwice.  This  necessitates  careful  reA’iew  and  analysis  of  such  property 
OAvned  by  the  respecthm  utilities. 

There  are  certain  eases  Avhich  Avere  outstanding  during  this  bien- 
nium, particularly  the  valuation  of  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit 
Company,  Avhere  a eoniiAlete  determination  of  the  original  costs  of 
such  property  Avas  made.  This  Avork,  requiring  approximately  three 
years,  Avas  completed  in  January,  1938,  and  the  findings  are  being 
lAsed  in  the  Commission’s  consideration  of  that  company’s  application 
for  approAml  of  its  reorganization  plan.  Attention  is  also  called  to 
the  investigation  and  the  valuation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Power  and 
Light  Company,  Pittsburgh  RailAvays  Company,  Duquesne  Light  Com- 
pany, Scranton  Electric -Company,  Edison  Light  and  Power  Company, 
West  Penn  PoAver  Company,  and  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of 
Pennsylvania. 

In  connection  Avith  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  Commission  ordered  the  elimination  of  the  extra  charge  for  the 
so-called  handset  or  cradle  type  telephone,  estimated  to  result  in  a 
saving  to  the  telephone-using  public  of  approximately  $300,000.  Many 
of  the  smaller  telephone  companies  then  A'oluntarily  eliminated  a 
similar  charge,  and  it  is  expected  that  more  aauII  folloAV,  resulting  in 
further  saA’ings  to  the  consumer. 

Uniform  Systems  op  Accounts 

The  Commission  has  collaborated  Avith  the  National  Association  of 
Railroad  and  Utilities  Commissioners,  and  various  Federal  commis- 
sions, in  the  preparation  of  uniform  systems  of  accounts  for  various 
types  of  utilities. 

The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  for  Electric  Companies  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Federal  PoAver  Commission  Avas  adopted  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania Public  Service  Commission,  effective  January  1,  1937,  on 
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electric  companies  having  annual  operating  revenues  of  more  than 
$250,000.  On  January  1,  1938,  the  Public  Utility  Commission  made 
this  system  effective  for  electric  utilities  having  annual  revenues  in 
excess  of  $100,000,  subject  to  certain  exceptions  made  by  this  Com- 
mission. The  same  system  was  abridged  and  prescribed  for  electric 
comimnies  having  annual  revenues  of  less  than  $100,000. 

The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  for  Manufactured  Gas  Utilities 
as  recommended  by  the  National  Association  of  Kailroad  and  Utilities 
Commissioners  was  adopted  by  this  Commission,  and  became  effective 
January  1,  1938,  for  manufactured  gas  companies  having  annual 
operating  revenues  in  excess  of  $250,000. 

This  Commission  likewise  adopted  the  Uniform  System  of  Accounts 
for  Motor  Carriers  as  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, which  system  became  eifeetive  January  1,  1938,  on  common 
and  contract  motor  carriers  of  passengers  and  property  having  aver- 
age annual  gross  operating  revenues  of  $100,000  or  more.  It  also 
adopted  the  Uniform  S3’'stem  of  Accounts  for  Telephone  Companies 
prescribed  bj'  the  Federal  Communications  Comtnission  for  tele- 
phone companies  having  revenues  exceeding  $50,000. 

The  Commission  prescribed  lists  of  units  of  property  for  retirement 
purposes  for  the  electric  and  manufactured  gas  groups  under  its 
jurisdiction.  It  likewise  recpiired  the  electric,  manufactured  gas  and 
telephone  groups  to  establish  continuing  propertj’  records  to  facili- 
tate determination  of  original  cost  at  anj’  time  in  the  future. 

Supervision  op  Utility  Budgets 

On  December  30,  1937,  the  Commission  adopted  a regulation  requir- 
ing the  larger  utilities  operating  in  the  Commonwealth  to  file  with 
the  Commission  their  annual  budgets.  However,  this  matter  is  now 
in  litigation,  as  thirteen  different  corporations  in  the  Associated  Gas 
& Electric  group  brought  injunction  proceedings  in  the  Common  Pleas 
Court  of  Dauphin  Counts’  to  restrain  the  Commission  from  enforcing 
its  regulation.  Up  to  the  time  of  making  this  report,  the  Court  has 
not  decided  the  matter. 

Regulation  op  Securities 

During  the  first  j'ear  of  the  biennium,  public  utilitj^  companies  were 
required  to  obtain  Commission  approval  before  engaging  in  an\’  trans- 
actions involving  issuance,  disposal,  guarantj’  or  assumption  of  securi- 
ties. Between  June  1,  1936,  and  Maj"  31,  1937,  eightj^-seven  appli- 
cations were  before  the  Commission  for  such  approval,  of  which 
seventy-two  were  filed  during  the  j-ear  and  fifteen  carried  over  from 


ihe  previous  period.  Thereafter,  as  a result  of  the  enactment  of  the 
present  Public  Utility  Law,  a new  procedure  with  respect  to  the 
issuance  of  securities  was  prescribed  by  Temporary  Kegulation  No.  9. 
The  proceeding  included  the  filing  by  the  utility  company  of  a 
form  known  as  a securities  certificate  and,  if  acceptable  to  the 
Commission,  the  registering  of  such  certificate  by  the  Commission. 
Between  June  1,  1937,  and  May  31,  1938,  forty-seven  such  certificates 
were  before  the  Commission  for  registration,  of  which  thirty-four  were 
filed  subsequent  to  the  enactment  of  the  new  law  and  thirteen  prior 
thereto. 

Probably  the  most  important  Commission  policy  adopted  for  the 
regulation  of  securities  was  that  of  restricting  the  issuance  of  securi- 
ties against  depreciated  original  cost  of  used  or  useful  fixed  capital. 
Under  the  old  law,  the  Commission’s  position  with  respect  to  allowing 
the  issuance  of  securities  to  100  per  cent  of  the  undepreciated  original 
cost  of  property  was  forced  upon  it  by  virtue  of  the  provision  of 
Article  III,  Section  4 (d)  of  the  Public  Service  Company  Law  of  1914. 

The  present  Public  Utility  Law,  however,  places  no  such  restriction 
upon  this  Commission,  and  it  is  with  a view  to  looking  at  depreciated 
original  cost  as  the  measure  of  security  that  the  Commission  requires 
both  original  cost  and  actual  depreciation. 

There  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  2 a statement  of  the  various 
types  of  securities  approved  or  registered  during  the  biennium,  clas- 
sified according  to  the  purposes  of  the  transactions,  and  the  types  of 
utilities  issuing  them. 

In  addition  to  the  provisions  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  securi- 
ties, the  Public  Utility  Law  provides  for  applications  for  approval  of 
incorporation,  beginning  of  service,  the  purchase,  sale  or  leasing  of 
operating  companies,  as  well  as  mergers  thereof.  In  the  first  half  of 
the  biennial  period,  141  such  eases  were  referred  to  the  Commission 
as  compared  with  381  in  the  year  ended  May  31,  1938. 

Commission  Routine 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Commission’s  fiscal  affairs,  including  the  preparation  of  appropriation 
estimates,  budgets,  payrolls  and  other  requisitions,  the  ordering, 
storing  and  delivery  of  all  supplies  and  equipment;  it  accounts  to 
the  Budget  Bureau  for  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Utilities  Pay  Commission  Expenses 

One  of  the  new  features  of  utility  regulation  under  the  Public 
Utility  Law  which  this  Commission  is  now  administering  is  the  assess- 
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ment  of  Commission  costs  against  utilities.  Under  the  Public  Service 
Company  Law,  costs  of  operation  of  the  Commission  were  paid  out 
of  a general  appropriation  from  the  Commonwealth.  The  new  Public 
Utility  Law  provides  that  the  expenses  of  the  Commission  are  to  be 
assessed  against  the  utilities.  The  Commission  adopted  gross  revenues 
as  the  basis  for  these  assessments.  Special  assessments  made  against 
certain  utilities  to  May  31,  1938,  were  $199,887.  Collections  amounted 
to  $53,246,  the  balance  being  in  litigation.  However,  the  bulk  of  the 
Commission  costs  incurred  prior  to  May  31,  1938,  will  be  assessed 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  hence  do  not  appear  as  assess- 
ments or  collections  in  this  report. 

The  1937  Legislature  appropriated  $3,001,000  to  the  Commission 
for  general  salaries  and  expenses  for  the  period  June  1,  1937,  to  May 
31,  1939,  a very  material  increase  over  the  $1,141,000  appropriated  for 
similar  purposes  for  the  preceding  biennium.  The  larger  appropria- 
tion was  made  necessary  as  a result  of  expansion  of  the  Commission’s 
activities  under  the  Public  Utility  Law. 

Appropriation  Returns  to  State 

However,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  appropriation  of 
$1,141,000  for  the  preceding  biennium  was  an  outright  appropriation, 
no  part  of  which  was  returnable  to  the  general  fund,  whereas  the 
greater  portion  of  the  present  appropriation  of  $3,001,000  will  be 
returned  to  the  general  fund  by  collection  of  the  assessments  against 
the  utilities.  In  1935  the  Legislature  appropriated  $200,000  for  Com- 
mission expenses  incurred  in  inquiries  begun  on  its  own  motion,  and 
this  sum,  later  increased  to  $221,000,  was  available  in  part  during 
the  biennium  under  review.  Details  of  the  foregoing  matters  may 
be  had  by  reference  to  Exhibits  3,  4 and  5. 

The  1937  and  preceding  Legislatures  appropriated  various  sums  to 
be  used  by  the  Commission  in  contributing  toward  the  cost  of  flashing 
lights  and  other  types  of  grade  crossing  protection.  Of  the  $15,000 
appropriated  by  the  1935  Legislature,  $13,821  had  been  expended  to 
May  31,  1937,  when  the  $1,179  balance  lapsed.  The  1937  legislative 
appropriation  was  also  for  $15,000,  of  which  amount  commitments 
have  been  made  in  the  sum  of  $5,793.95,  of  which  $2,168.95  has  been 
actually  paid. 


Utilities  Must  Justify  Increases 

Every  public  utility  is  required  to  file  with  the  Commission,  and 
also  keep  posted  in  its  offices  for  public  inspection,  copies  of  complete 
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rate  schedules,  showing  all  charges  and  regulations  governing  the 
rendition  of  service.  As  changes  or  additional  rates  or  rules  are  put 
into  force,  iieAV  tariffs  or  amendments  to  existing  ones  must  be  filed 
with  the  Commission  and  posted  in  the  various  offices  of  the  company. 
During  the  past  bienninm  53,185  tariffs  and  supplements  were  filed 
with  the  Commission  by  public  utilities.  The  Commission  has  required 
that  utilities  proposing  to  increase  their  rates  file  data  substantiating 
their  requests,  in  order  that  the  Commission  may  be  enabled  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  proposed  iiifreases  shonld  be  granted  or  sus- 
pended pending  further  investigation.  (Note  Exhibit  6.) 

The  filing  of  annual  reports  by  all  utilities  under  Commission  juris- 
diction is  also  required.  On  May  31,  1938,  the  Commission  had  44,101 
annual  reports  in  its  custody.  The  number  of  annual  reports  filed  in 
the  years  ending  December  31,  1936,  and  December  31,  1937, 
were  5,969  and  6,610,  respectively.  A compilation  of  financial 
operating  and  statistical  data  Avith  respect  to  the  ntility  companies 
in  Pennsylvania,  as  disclosed  by  annual  reports  on  file  with  the 
Commission,  to  the  calendar  year  ending  1936,  are  shoAvn  in  Exhibit  7. 

Rural  Electrification  Gains 

The  Commission’s  Avork  of  extending  electric  lines  in  order  to  pro- 
vide electric  service  to  farmers  and  residents  of  rural  areas  has 
increased  about  300  per  cent  over  that  of  the  previous  biennial  period. 
During  the  current  bienninm,  investigation  was  made  of  1,405  pro- 
posed electrical  extensions,  and  service  was  extended  in  sixty-seven 
per  cent  of  the  eases ; 6,891  miles  of  line  Avere  actually  constructed 
or  contracted  for  by  electric  companies  at  a cost  of  $10,839,096.  These 
lines  Avill  furnish  serAuce  to  39,771  neAv  customers.  During  this  period, 
there  Avas  an  increase  of  418  per  cent  over  that  of  the  preceding 
biennium  in  the  length  of  line  constructed,  and  an  increase  of  223 
per  cent  in  the  number  of  iieAv  customers. 

Grade  Crossing  Protection 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Government  has  made  available 
funds  for  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings,  the  Commission  received 
during  the  biennium  an  unusual  number  of  complaints  against  public 
grade  crossings,  and  applications  for  the  elimination  of  crossings  or 
the  protection  of  them.  There  were  384  eases  studied  and  299  grade 
crossings  eliminated.  The  Commission  ordered  the  installation  of 
flashing  light  signals  at  eighty  grade  crossings  over  steam  railroad 
tracks,  and  assisted  financially  in  the  installation  of  such  signals  at 
tAventy-one  grade  crossings.

The  Commission  maintains  a testing  laboratory  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  and  calibrating  the  standard  instruments  used  by  utilities 
in  testing  eustomers’  electric,  gas  and  water  meters.  A report  is 
appended,  showing  in  detail  the  tests  made  by  the  laboratory  during 
the  biennial  period.  (Note  Exhibit  8.) 

Commission  and  Public  Safety 

Utilities  must  report  all  accidents  in  which  their  property  is  in- 
volved, directly  to  the  Commission,  and  accidents  of  a serious  or 
unusual  nature  are  thoroughly  investigated  with  a view  toward 
determining  means  to  be  employed  in  the  prevention  of  recurrence 
of  accidents  of  similar  character.  During  the  first  and  second  years 
there  were  respectively  twenty-three  and  thirty-eiglit  accidents  inves- 
tigated. The  type  of  accidents  reported  and  those  investigated  are 
shown  in  Exhibit  9 attached  hereto. 

Trucking  Industry  Regulated 

The  enactment  of  the  Public  Utility  Law,  which  embraced  contract 
carriers  as  well  as  common  carriers,  resulted  in  a great  influx  of 
applications  for  motor  carrier  rights,  thereby  making  it  necessary 
for  the  Commission  to  set  up  a separate  bureau  to  deal  exclusively 
with  the  motor  carrier  industry.  For  the  first  time  the  entire  field 
of  motor  transportation  in  Penmsylvania,  with  the  exception  of  private 
carriers,  was  covered,  thereby  giving  the  Commission  control  over 
all  motor  vehicles  used  in  the  rendition  of  transjiortation  service  for 
compensation.  Immediately  following  the  effective  date  of  the  law, 
hundreds  of  contract  carriers  applied  for  the  right  to  continue  oper- 
ations in  accordance  with  its  provisions.  Many  more  hundreds  of 
common  carriers  who  had  been  operating  unlawfully,  either  in  igno- 
rance of  in  defiance  of  the  law,  then  applied  to  establish  their  legal 
right  to  continue  business. 

12,000  Carriers  Under  Supervision 

On  June  1,  1937,  the  date  on  which  the  Public  Service  Commission 
ceased  to  function,  only  5,345  persons  held  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience. These  certificates  had  been  issued  by  the  Commission 
throughout  a period  of  years.  On  June  1,  1938,  one  year  after  the 
new  Commission  assumed  office,  the  number  of  common  carrier  certifi- 
cates had  increased  to  6,851,  while  5,219  contract  carriers  had  been 
issued  permits,  authorizing  them  to  operate  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  Approximately  12,070  motor  carriers  of  persons  and  property 
were  subject  to  the  direct  regulation  of  the  Commission  by  this  date, 
an  increase  of  6,725  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  reflected  in  the 
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increase  in  the  number  of  applications  reviewed  daring  the  first  half 
of  the  biennium,  when  approximately  1,800  applications  were  filed 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Company  Law, 
as  compared  with  18,075  applications  filed  during  the  latter  half 
of  the  biennium,  of  which  5,397  were  contract  carrier  applications. 
It  is  significant  that  before  the  end  of  the  biennium  ai^proximately 
ninety-six  per  cent  of  the  applications  for  contract  carrier  jicrmits 
had  been  finally  disposed  of  by  the  Commission. 

Carrier  and  Shipper  Protected 

Under  the  administration  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  effec- 
tive enforcement  of  motor  vehicle  regulations  was  impossible  because 
of  the  lack  of  an  adequate  enforcement  unit.  Upon  the  succession 
of  the  Public  Utility  Commission  with  a more  adequate  budget,  the 
enforcement  unit  was  gradually  increased  to  thirty-eight  trained  inves- 
tigators on  active  duty.  The  need  for  such  unit  is  emphasized  by 
the  fact  that  during  the  first  period  of  the  biennium  only  1,151  inves- 
tigations of  alleged  violations  were  made,  whereas  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  biennium,  with  the  augmented  enforcement  division,  4,068 
investigations  were  made.  In  addition  to  this  activity,  the  enforce- 
ment unit  stopped  and  cheeked  3,437  commercial  vehicles  on  the  high- 
ways. As  a result  of  these  investigations  and  road  checks,  seventy-five 
carriers  of  property  and  ninety-five  carriers  of  persons  were  cited 
and  prosecuted  by  the  Commission  for  illegal  operation. 

All  certificated  carriers  are  required  to  give  evidence  of  insurance 
for  public  liability  and  property  damage. 

All  applications,  complaints  and  petitions  commanding  Commission 
attention  are  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  necessarily  require  the 
cooperation  and  collaboration  of  the  several  bureaus  within  it.  The 
Commission  maintains  its  own  legal  staff  to  administer  legal  detail, 
advise  the  Commission  on  legal  questions,  prosecute  actions  before 
the  Commission  in  matters  instituted  on  its  own  motion,  and  to  repre- 
sent it  in  all  court  proceedings.  The  legal  staff  also  did  extensive 
work  in  the  drafting  of  the  Public  Utility  Law.  A summary  of  mat- 
ters on  appeal  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  10. 

Growth  of  Commission  Business 

With  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Utility  Law,  a tremendous  increase 
in  the  number  of  applications  and  proceedings  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission required  an  increase  of  personnel  to  handle  administrative 
detail,  conduct  inquiries  and  investigations,  and  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Commission.  The  number  of  hearings  required  was  greatly 
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increased  during  that  period,  with  the  result  that  the  number  of 
Commission  orders  issued  showed  a wide  variation  from  that  of  the 
first  half  of  the  biennium.  These  matters  are  set  forth  more  fully 
in  Exhibits  11- A and  11-B. 

Bureaus  Reorganized 

In  addition  to  the  work  summarized  by  the  statistical  exhibits,  there 
were  numerous  activities  in  the  Commission  which  cannot  be  set  out 
by  tables  or  in  any  other  way  than  by  direct  reference  thereto.  Among 
such  items  were  the  installation  of  new  and  simplified  systems  of 
filing  and  docketing;  the  complete  revision  of  the  method  of  handling 
the  records ; the  reorganization  of  mailing  facilities  to  permit  more 
prompt  and  accurate  distribution  of  incoming  mail,  and  to  facilitate 
the  handling  of  outgoing  mail.  The  additional  volume  of  business 
necessitated  increased  personnel,  and  in  order  to  have  the  increased 
personnel  work  efficiently  it  was  necessary  to  reorganize  all  the 
bureaus.  The  plan  of  reorganization  was  designed  to  segregate  the 
work  and  to  definitely  fix  lines  of  responsibility. 

A general  idea  of  the  volume  of  increased  work  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  5,300  certificates  of 
public  convenience  and  Commission  orders  were  prepared  and  issued, 
while  the  figures  for  the  second  year  show  a total  of  13,557  matters 
so  disposed  of. 

During  the  first  period  of  the  biennium  a total  number  of  hearings 
held  by  the  Commission  was  2,582,  while  in  the  second  period  of  the 
biennium  a total  of  5,600  were  held.  Exhibits  12-A  and  12-B  attached 
hereto  also  show  a diminishing  number  of  formal  complaints  filed 
by  the  public,  indicating  that  with  the  increased  militant  activities 
of  the  Commission  the  public  has  been  less  disturbed  by  irregularities, 
unfairness  and  unlawfulness  on  the  part  of  the  utilities. 

In  addition  to  formal  complaints,  the  Commission  received  thousands 
of  complaints  of  an  informal  nature.  During  the  first  half  of  the 
biennium  there  was  a total  of  2,927  such  complaints  received,  and  in 
the  second  half,  22,856.  The  majority  of  these  complaints  were  settled 
amicably.  In  those  eases  where  the  utility  was  clearly  at  fault  and 
refused  to  make  concession,  the  Commission  instituted  a complaint 
on  its  own  motion.  (Note  Exhibits  13-A  and  13-B.) 

It  will  be  observed  that  Exhibits  14  to  19,  inclusive,  not  referred 
to  specifically  in  the  report,  are  attached  hereto  for  your  information.
